THe late Legislature of Califor- 
nia refased to adopt the new bal- 
lot law proposed by the Federated 
Trades, or by the Young Men’s 
Democratic League of San Fran- 
cisco. No one in either House 
ventured to present any substan- 
tial reasons why the measures were 
not fit to be incorporated into their 
Codes—simply, the legislators did 

not propose to adopt anything of 
that kind that would upset politi- 
cal chicane, and make such rascali- 
ties as disgraced San Francisco last 
Fall impossible, and that would 
give the poor man an equal oppor- 
tunity with the politically favored 
to “run” for office. But the Legis- 
islature of the State of Indiana 
looked at the matter in a very differ- 
ent way, for it has adopted and 
the Governor of that State has ap- 
proved, a ballet reform law that is 
almost word for word like the bills 
the California legislators rejected. 
In Indiana hereafter the State will 
furnish all ballots used at any of 
the State) county or municipal 
elections, The ballots will be uni- 
formly printed, and contain the 
names Of all men who wish to as- 
pire to office and can secure the in- 
dorsement of a reasonable number 
of citizens. The ballots will be 
delivered to voters at the polling 
booth by the election officers, and 
the voter will in private prepare 
and cast his ballot, absolute se- 
cresy being secured him. The 
Record-Union says there can be 
advanced against such a system no 
reasonable objection. 


THE Alta estimates the average 
cost of electing a Congressman in 
the Northern States at $15,000. 
Somewhat inconsistently it as- 
sumes that if the salary were 
raised better men would be elected 

“to Congress. But $15,000 for an 
election that covers but two years’ 
time is a stubborn thiug to tackle. 
If we make a salary of $10,000 a 
year, there will remain but $5,000 
fer two years’ service. There is 
no assurance either that if the 
salary were doubled the election 
expenses might not be increased 
correspondingly. The necessary 
election expenses do not exceed 
$1,000, and may be limited to $500. 
The $14,000 is mostly paid 

- to bosses. Part of it re- 
mains in the pockets of the 
bosses and a part is expended in 
influen.ing votes which are within 
the range of such influences. 
Every dollar of the excess over cer- 
tain necessary expenses goes into a 
corruption fund. The bosses 
spend what they think necessary 
to maintain their hold on the party 
machinery, and appropriate the 
balance to their own use. A con- 
dition precedent of an increase of 
salary should be an effective law 
against the use ef money in elec- 
tions. The people certainly will 
not consent to increase the salaries 
of Congressmen whenever the 
bosses increases the assessment on 
candidates.

Anthony made a heroic fight for her 
brother, D. R. Anthony, for Mayor, 
but he was defeated by a large major- 
ity. Eight thousand women voted. 
Oskolusa again elected women officers 
by a sweeping majority. At Cotton- 
wood Falls Mrs. Minnie Morgan was 
elected"Mayor, with a full Council of 
women.

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Boulanger’s Manifesto. 
Paris, April 3.—General Boulanger 
has issued a manifesto from Brussels 
to the French people. He says he 
will not submit to a trial by the Sen- 


ate, but he is willing to be tried before 
magistrates or a jury. He says he 
will await the elections, which will 
make the republic habitable to the 
honest and free. 

Le Presse says Boulanger left Paris 
at the request of friends who were in- 
formed that he would be tried by an 
exceptional tribunal and would not es- 
cape alive. During his absence, Bou- 
langer will continue the strugyle for a 
revision of the constitution. 

Brusseis, April 3.—Boulanger and 
Arene, a member of the French Cham- 
ber of Deputies, arrived at Mons, Bel- 
gium this morning.

‘Stone for, let us say, a hundredth part of 
ite value, and the thief spends the money 
on the vile drink which itis the pecuiiar 
pride of civilization to supply to the unso- 
phisticated savage, and,so far as he is 
concerned, there isan endof the transac- 
tions Then the tout carries. the stone 
to the Mean White, apd receives from 
him a sum of money, perhaps double 
what he “has give to the actual 
thief. The Mean White in his turn takes 
it to the licensed buyer of diamonds, 
who is possibly a person of giaritig and 
even aggressive respectability—a church 
warden or member of the municipality, or 
at the least a merchant of good antecedent 

~and from him receives, perhaps, a tenth 
part of the worth of the gem. So far so 
good; but still there are slips between the 
cup and the lip, and itis sometimes found 
difficult to convey the stuff out of the coun- 


try to the final receiver in London. To this | 
end many artifices are resorted to. We | 


have heard of innocent-looking fowling- 
pieces, which, on examination; have been 
found to be loaded with diamonds to within 
au inch of the muzzle, while such reposi- 
tories as novels with holes cut in the leaves, 
the quills of ostrich feathers, and boots 
with hollow heels, are not. uncommon. 
Often the fair sex are found to be useful 
auxiliaries in these adventures, for there is 
a peculiar sacredness about a lady’s under- 
clothing that appeais to the mind of the cus- 
toms officer. The man would be bold who 
merely ventured on her back hair. How- 
ever this may be, by far the greater num- 
ber of stones so procured arrive safely in 
Europe. Most people will naturally think 
that the native rascal who takes the stone 
is responsible for this state of things, but it 
is not the case. The native, as is well 
known, and as Dr. Matthews is careful to 
explain, never dreamed of stealing diamonds 
until he was taught to thieve by the white 
receiver of stolen goods, and after his simple 
virtue had been débauched by “Cape 
smoke.”’ More especially is this true of 
natives of the Zulu race, among whom, as 
they are yet nncontamminated by civiliza- 
tion, honesty is not only a policy, but a uni- 
versal practice. 

Dr. Matthews tells some interesting tales 
of the I. D. B. (licit Diamond Buyers) fra- 
ternity. In the deadof acertain night in 
the year 1872 he was roused from sleep and 
confronted by a trembling and middle-aged 
citizen of the Fields, who informed him that 
he had swallowed a thirty-carat diamond 
and two sovereigns — just to show his 
friends how the scoundrels did it, and was 
now anxious to be rid of these foreign sub- 
stances, which had presumabie pegun to 
disagree. Ultimately they were recovered, 
and the happy citizen departed with the dia- 
mond, leaving the gold in payment. Of 
course, this man had disposed of the dia- 
mond under imminent fear of detection: 
but why he took the two sovereigns, not 
knowing we can not say—unless it was to 
get his handin. Some people, by the way, 
appear to be able tO swallow very large 
stones, for so lately as last year a native 
dying under suspicious circumstances, his 
body was opened, anda sixty-carat stone 
found in his stomach: Here is another tale. 
A white gentleman lived with a pretty 
Fingo woman, who also acted as his agent 
in the “trade.” He fell ill of fever, 
and for weeks lay in a state of delir- 
ium, between life and death She nursed 
him tenderly through it all, and; what is 
more, kept up his connection with the 
** boys ;’’ so that, when he came to himself, 
he was enabled to present him with hun- 
dreds of carats of fine stones. And now 
mark the sequel! No’sooner’was he-strong 
enough than he departed to Europe, taking 
every gem and farthing that she had col- 
lected with him, and leaving the unfortunate 
girl to starve on the streets. On a certain 
occasion Dr. Matthews was called in to at- 
tend a dying digger who had once worked a 
claim for him. These were the words that 
greeted him when he'told the man there was 
no hope: *‘ I sha’n’t, I can’t, I won’t die with- 
out telling you how when I worked your 
and Mr, Lytch’s claim in No. 6 I robbed you 
of hearly all your diamonds.” 

In the face of stories such as these and of 
amass of other evidence, it is sometimes 
difficult not to believe that civilization is a 
failure, and that the educated Christian 
man, except under very exceptional circum- 
stances, and when restrained by the strict- 
est pressure of the law, is a lower animal 
at heart than the savage he despises and de- 
stroys with drink and rifle bullets. 


RISKS OF RESEARCH. 


The Mishap Which Befell the Inventor o 
Chloride of Nitrogen. 

The dangerous quests upon which enthu- 
siastic chemists may embark are strikiingly 
illustrated by the case of. the yellow, oily 
substance called chloride of nitrogen, says 
the London Daily News. This terrible ex- 
plosive was discovered in 1811 by Dulong, 
who lostone eye and thrée fingers in a vain 
attempt to ascertain its composition.

H. Davy took it in hand they provided them- 
selves with thick glass masks to protect 
their eyes from the flying bits of glass, and

Hundred Thousand. Dollars.

of the oil regions occurred in Apri!, 1561, 
when the Hawley & Merrick well suddenly 
began spouting ci) and gas in such quanti- 
ties that the oil ran to waste and flowed 
over the ground in alidirections and the gas 
filled the air for a quarter of a mile around, 
finally redchin g an engime- house, where the 
fire of the boiler ignited it. 

“The result was acres of roaring flames, 
whicb enveloped the spectators that hadas- 
sembied to witnees the then great novelty 
of a flowing well. 

“How many persons were burned up in 
that awful fire was never ascertained, but 
twenty are known to have permshed. 

“H, R. Rouse was on the ground when the 
explosion occurred and was hurled into the 
thickest of the conflagration Two men, 
one of them named Uriah Smith, now living 
near Mercer, rushed into the'terrible mass 
of fire and dragged him out in time. 

‘‘ Both rescuers were terribly burned and 
were months in recovering from the results 
of their dash into that fierce sea of fire and 
boiling oil to rescue the oil prince. 

‘*Rouse’s clothing was burned from his 
body, which was one mass of blisters. His 
eyes were burned toa crisp in their sock- 
ets, and his ears, hands and hair: burned 
off. He was‘carried to a house at ‘a safe 
distance. 

‘‘ The explosion occurred at six p. m., and 
in spite of his frightful condition he lived 
until the next morning. He never lost 
consciousness, aud as soon as every thing 
that could be done for him was done he be- 
gan the dictation of his will. 

‘‘The intense agony he suffered made this 
a slow job, and when the will was finished 
it was morning. When the document was 
ready for his signature the person who 
had done the writing dipped the pen in the 
ink bottle, but in’ reaching it toward the 
dying man’s outstretched hand he dropped 
it 


‘The pen rolled in under the table, and a 
delay at least ofa quarter of a minute oc- 
curred before it could be recovered. When 
it was found and placed in Mr. Rouse’s 
hand the hand was powerless to use it, 

“The brave old prince was dead. 

‘‘In his will he had bequeathed the sum 
of $100,000 to the poor fund of Warren 
County. He had also left $100 each to the 
men who had preserved him from being 
cremated alive. 

“The will being without his signature 
was, of course, legally inoperative and his 
heirs did not think it incumbent upon them 
to carry out his wishes, although they were 
expressed under such extraordinary circum- 
stances. 

“The county lost ite legacy, which was 
not so much to be wondered at, as the sum 
wis very large, but the non-payment of the 
two $100 bequests to the men who, at the 
risk of their own lives, had sayed the un- 
fortunate oil speculator to his family, at 
least for Christian burial, was long a mat- 
ter of much comment in the oil regions.”’
